first, to promote understanding of and engagement with classical 
theater; and second, to bring the classics into active conversation 
with the contemporary world. Each year the graduate students of 
the Stanford Classics Department research, translate, and adapt a 
play, bringing together members of the broader Stanford 
community to perform the adaptation. Our productions seek to 
translate ancient comedy's intense political engagement to a 
modern audience. Past productions have tackled the social role of 
the academic ( Clouds , 2010), the rise of the Tea Party {Wasps, 
2011), and even the quintessential^ Californian fascination with 
film stars' private lives ( Cyclops , 2013). 

SCIT is pleased to be making its second visit to San Francisco (the 
first being 201 4's Casina at Humanities West), and its first 
collaboration with CAMP.
